A. Vois Notion is Falfe; for’ a Pendulum 
moving in a Vacuum, where all Refiftence of 
Bodies is taken awav, Coes at laft ceafe, tho’ in- 
decd it continues its Motron much longer there than 
in Air. It will cherefore be obvious to encuire, 
what the Recafon of its ceafing may be, when all 
Impediments feem to be removed. For tr is cne 
che & Laws ot Motion, that a Bucy once pur 
into Motion will always pertevere in it, uniets 
higdred by fome Force impreffed upon it. But 
Philofophers rightly limit this to reétilinear Motion ; 
which does not therefore concern Pendulums, which 
either move in aCycloid or in a Spiral Line. The 
Reafon of their ceafing to move is this, The 
greater the diftance of a Pendulum 1s from the 
Point of Sufpenfion, the fewer are irs Vibrations. 
Te mutt be allo oberved that all the Vibrations ot 
the fame Peedviwma, whether lefs or more removed 
from the Perpendicular, are performed in equal 
Times, as any one may eafily iry. Suppofing 
then rwo Pendulums hanging by the fame Inread, 
the one at the diftance of five, the other of ten 
Feer from the Po:ncot Suipenficn: “Tis plain that 
the thorter Pendulum will endeavour to perform its 
Vibrations in a fhorrer ume chan the other: And 
corfequently muft every time interrupt the Monon 
of the other, fo ic cdnnot as offen ir woud, 
were ir at perfec’ Liberty, return back to the 
Point from whence it departed : And by this con- 


ce 
‘tidval Impordiment it muft ar laft be reduced ro 
perfect scit. I inftcad of Weights hung io the 
Thread, we imagine the Thread it felt to bea 


Body of many {mall Weights or Pendu- 
lus, of which ts for the fame Reafon an 


Obtre ics to rhe in their Vibrations, we 
thac the Thread it felf will be an Ob- 


co slic “Morton of any Weight hung at the end 


of ir, as well as if there was another Pendulum 
placed a: any other diftance from the Point of 
Sufpention.
